Movement Started to Build 
Modern School Building 


Decatur High to Be One of 
Substantial Structures 
Host 


Decatur must have a new school 
building, and from all indications a 
new structure wiil be adorning the 
hill where the old eye-sore is now lo­ 
cated. Henry W. Barton, superin­ 
tendent of the school, a few days ago 
invited the board to visit the school 
and go over the plans he had made 
about remodeling and making the 
present building into one of the best 
and most substantial school struc­ 
tures in this part of the state. 
After 
a careful investigation and a thor­ 
ough going over of Supt. Barton’s 
plans the board readily entered into 
the proposition. A Messenger repre­ 
sentative visited the building Wed­ 
nesday afternoon in company with 
Mr. 
Barton and looked into the 
E 
lans he had made for a bigger and 
otter building. With an expenditure 
of about $18,000 the present building 
can be made a splendid structure, 
and it is up to the citizens of Decatur 
to get in behind the proposition. 


Wings, forty feet 
in 
length, 
are 
to built on the east and west side; 
these wings will be two stories in 
height, furnishing eight rooms, four 
on either side of the building. These 
rooms will be occupied by the lower 
grades, while the higher grades will 
occupy the four rooms on the lower 
floor in the building as it now stands. 
The upper, or second story of the old 
building will ‘be made into a large 
auditorium with a large stage on the 
north side; a music room will be at 
the east of the stage and another at 
the west end. Entrance to the build­ 
ing will be had through two wide 
halls running north and south in the 
east and west wings of the building. 
The Messenger is heartily in favor of 
the plans as submitted by Mr. Bar­ 
ton and when the building is complet­ 
ed Decatur can proudly boast of one 
of the best arranged structures of the 
kind in all this section.

TH E CARE O F^ CANARIES. 


How to Keep Bi-ds So They Will Be 
H ealth/ and Sing. 
In selecting a canary one of the 
cross breeds, pure canary with a strain 
of goldfinch or bullfinch, is the best tr 
choose, as they are much hardier thai 
the pure canary and have splend 
voices. 
The best food for canaries i 
canary and rape seed, one part o 
rape to three of canary. 
From Ann 
to September they should have a lift‘d 
fresh green food every day, eith 
chickweed, watercress or lettuce, say 
Our Dumb Animals. 
A lump of stiga 
should always be kept between 1h« 
cage wires within easy reach. \ 
Always give a canary a bath tW Al­ 
thing In tile morning. 
After cleaning 
the bottom of the cage should I 
sprinkled with gravel and sand (no 
gam; from the seashore, as the salt wi'. 
kill the blrd». 
Never hang the cage in a draft or a 
stiff breeze, as canaries are very su 
ceptible to cold. 
Neither should it re 
main uncovered in a lighted room a 
night, as the bird’s song is liable t< 
become impaired because of its nerv 
ans temperament. 


How to Mako Starch. 
When making starch have a kettle of 
botling water. 
In a clean enameled 
saucepan stir until smooth half a cup­ 
ful of starch and one cupful of cold 
water. Then gradually add boiling 
w ater, stirrin g ,all the time. Boil tin 
starch for ten minutes, stirring con 
Btantly. 
Now add a little white wax or a 
piece of sperm candle, lf wax or can 
die is not available use a teaspoonful 
of butter or lard. Cover the saucepan 
and let the starch simmer twenty min 
utos longer. Add a few drops of bin 
lug. 
The am ount of boiling w ater added 
to the starch and cold w ater will dr 
pend upon how stiff the articles are to 
be made 
For shirt bosoms, cuffs am’ 
collars add one quart of boiling water 
For dresses, underskirts, etc. use two 
quarts of boiling water. 


H o w to Preserve P i n e a p p l e . 
When preserving pineapple let the 
fruit stand overnight in the sugar it 
is to be put up with. 
Th# sugar 
draw s out the juices of the fruit, and 
!t is ready to cook the next morning 
usually without the addition of other 
moistening, 
it will only require three 
m inutes’ cooking after it has reached 
the boiling point. 
Use two-thirds cr 
three-quarters of a pound of sugar to 
every [round of fruit, according to tin 
acidity of the “pines.” 
Of course the 
aweet sugar loaf pineapple is the best 
for preserving. 


Bras* Curtain Rings 
An easy way to clean pins aud rings 
that have become black with use is to 
put them Into a bowl with not water 
and vinegar, two parts vinegar to on#
